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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This office action is in response to the amendment filed by the Applicant on 6/10/2005. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 1 1 - 13, 15, 20 - 22, 24, 36, 37, 45, 47, 51, 53, 55, and 60 - 62 have been 
cancelled at the request of the Applicant in the current amendment. Claims 33 - 35 are cancelled 
in the examiner's amendment of this office action; and claims 3 - 10, 14, 16- 19, 23, 25 - 32, 38 
_ 44 5 46, 48 - 50, 52, 54, 56 - 59, and 63 - 65 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Prior art of record, taken either singly and/or in combination, does not teach or disclose a 
program storage device as recited in claim 14; a method as recited in claims 23, 31, 38; and a 
verification tool as recited in claim 44 with the following feature: 

Providing a framework for identifying test modules defining a test, when executed 
compares the data entry from a file list with information about an associated installed 
software component of a software package; and a control module to access the 
framework, which causes the test modules to compare selected data entries from the file 
list with associated information about installed software components of the software 
package to verify the correctness if the installation of the components. 



The closest prior art is Logan, U.S. Patent 6,601,018, which discloses a framework 
generating a test skeleton that tests software components, but does not disclose comparing data 
entries in a file list in order to verify correct installation of the software components, or a control 
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module to access the framework causing the test modules to compare the information about the 
software components. 

Thus all remaining dependent claims 3 - 10, 16 - 19, 25 - 30, 32, 39 - 43, 46, 48 - 50, 
52, 54, 56 - 59, and 63 - 65 are also allowed.

"confirming that package map and package information files for the software package 
exist in the computer environment." 

In claim 46 change the following: 
From: 

"The tool of claim 44, [ wherein the software package is a SOLARIS© compliant 
software package; and] 

wherein the file list that identifies the plurality of software components in the 
software package comprises a [Solaris] pkmap file." 

To: 

"The tool of claim 44, wherein the file list that identifies the plurality of software 
components in the software package comprises a pkmap file." 
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In claim 57 third line change the following: 

"... software component of the software package further comprises comparing the 
param e t e r information in the fil e li s t includ es [the] compiler version. . ." 

"... software component of the software package further comprises comparing the 
parameter information in the file list includ e s compiler version. . ."
